headlong rush to quit. 


Prospects were good for all of 


them 
to get through before 


members of Congress end their 
work in Washington for the year 
and. hurry home for final cam- 
paigning in advance of the Nov. 
8 elections. There was some talk 
of quitting Thursday or Friday. 


Most big spending bills pre- 


viously cleared the Senate and 
the'House and are now in com- 
promise form and subject to 
limited debate. 
" .The 15th and final major ap- 
propriation bill of the session 
starts through the house Tues- 
day. It would allot $4.9 billion 
for 
miscellaneous 
activities, 


including 
aid to elementary, 


secondary and higher education 
and the war pnf poverty. It still 
has to go through the Senate/ 


Three 
other 
appropriation 


bills are in the compromise 
stage and in a position to be dis- 
posed of in a hurry. They would 
provide about $4 billion in funds 
to finance the State, Justice and 
Commerce 
Departments, 
the

tary construction.

JEROME, Ark. (AP)-The 35 


registered electors in Jerome, a 
small southeast Arkansas farm 
market town, will have to wait 
to vote on an ambitious plan to 
float 
a 
$20-million industrial 


bond issue. 


The election was scheduled 


for today but Mayor C.C. Gibson 
Jr. announced late Sunday night 
that it had been postponed "be- 
cause we have some things we 
want 
to clear up that might 


cause us some trouble." 


"We haven't given up on any- 


thing," Gibson said. "We will 
call 
another 
election 
when 


we've gotten everything cleared 
up." 
Gibson 
declined to say what 


the trouble was or how it was 
caused. 


He did say that Franklin D. 


Roosevelt Jr. "didn't have any- 
thing to do with it." 


Roosevelt, the Liberal party 


candidate for governor of New 
York, said Thursday that he had 
sent telegrams to federal offi- 
cials urging that they inves- 
tigate the Jerome proposal to 
see if it is "a legal scheme to 
defraud the government of tax- 
es." 


Roosevelt charged that thou- 


sands of manufacturing jobs are

Hew York's 
Governor 
in Comeback

NEW 
YORK (AP) - The 


crowds are sizeable and on the 
whole friendly. Their questions 
to him are often searching but 
seldom hostile. The polls are 
pointing upward, his aides say. 


All of which indicates that 


Nelson A. Rockefeller, 58, is 
making a comeback in his bid 
for a third term as governor of 
New York— after having frank- 
ly acknowledged "my 
biggest 


blooper" and seeing his political 
stock plunge to an all time low. 


Rockefeller says he is still the 


underdog in the race against his 
Democratic rival, Frank D. O'- 
Connor. He adds, "It's a tough 
fight, but we're moving now." 


Along his campaign trail — 
A woman in lower Manhattan 


reaches into his car, grips his 
hand and says, "You're the 
greatest, Rocky." 


A labor union official informs 


Rockefeller that the union is 
endorsing him and says, "Your 
record 
of 
accomplishment 


merits — no, demands — that 
we take this action." At this 
stage, 27 unions with a member- 
ship of about 860,000 have en- 
dorsed the governor, probably a 
record for a GOP candidate in a 
statewide New York election. 


The 
incidents 
multiply as 


Rockefeller, driving hard — and 
obviously relishing 
the cam- 


paign — batters at the road- 
blocks on the way to another 
four-year term in Albany, the 
state capital. 


The principal ones are: 
1. An attractive Democratic 


candidate, Frank Daniel O'Con- 
nor, 56, president of the New 
York City Council. O'Connor is 
trim, has a lean profile, green- 
ish-blue eyes and wavy hair 
flecked with gray. In manner, 
he is friendly and relaxed and 
the Irish wit is effortless. But in 
making a speech he turns inci- 
sive and forceful as a trial law- 
yer, which he was: district at- 
torney of Queens County .for 11 
years.

A man who wears both sus- 


penders and a belt is rather 
safe. It takes a real pessimist 
to carry a couple of safety 
pins besides. 


In rubber bridge you can 


afford this form of pessimism. 
When you are in a normal 
game contract you want to in- 
sure it first and try for extra 
tricks later. 


In duplicate bridge you 


should e x e r c i s e reasonable 
care but you cannot afford to 
give up a potential extra trick 
just to guard against an im- 
probable bad break. 


Today's hand illustrates one 


of these extreme safety plays. 
South follows suit while East 
takes the first two h e a r t 
tricks and continues. He is 
certain that West can over- 
ruff if he ruffs low but the 
ruff with a low card will en- 
sure his contract against a 5-0 
break in trumps. Thus, the 
low card ruff is a safety play. 


It is probably a good safety 


play in rubber bridge, but in 
duplicate it represents need- 
less luxury. You get a top 
score any time trumps break 
5-0 but you wind up with a 
bad score when trumps break 
3-2. 


The 3-2 trump break is the 


normal one. The 5-0 break is 
so abnormal that many rub- 
ber bridge players would dis- 
dain the safety play and ruff 
high in an effort to collect the 
30 points for an overtrick.
